Rag Storage Could 
Be Offensive 


It has been recommended 
that the storage of rags be 
proclaimed an offensive; 
trade. 


Commenting on the pro- 
posal, Altona’s Senior Health 
Inspector, Mr. John Mellors, 
said if the recommendation 
is declared it will affect 
charitable organisations and 
schools which collect clean 
rags to raise funds for vari- 
ous charities. 


He added that he had re-| 
ceived no complaints regard- 
ing this operation. 


Nor had he encountered the 
problem of collectors storing 
and sorting rags in garages 
or sheds in residential areas. 

Last week Council agreed 
to advise the Commission of 
Public Health of the com- 
ments made by Mr. Mellors. 


The Commission’s circular 
on the proposal said:— 

“At the present time, rag 
picking or rag sorting is an 
offensive trade under the 
Health Act but the storage of 
rags is not. 





“At a recent meeting the 
Commission of Public Health 
considered a report concern- 
ing the activities of collectors 
of waste materials which in- 
dicated that a number of 
these collectors store and 
sort rags in garages and 
sheds situated in residential 
areas. 





“At times, these activities 
are brought to the notice of} 
councils through complaints} 
by nearby residents and; 
where there is clear evidence 
that rag picking or rag sort- 
ing is taking place. councils 
are able to take_action und

‘OLD CARS TO GO 


A total of 152 ear bodies: 
lying dumped within Altona 
boundaries are going to cost 
ratepayers $608 for their re- 
moval. 


This is by the cheapest 
method suggested to Council. 


The Deputy Shire Engineer, 
Mr. A. Jokubauskas, esti- 
mates that the cost of flat- 
tening car bodies with a: bull- 
dozer and having them carted 
away to a scrap metal mer- 
chant is $5. 


The dealer will pay only $1 
for each, leaving the Council 
a net loss of $4 per body. 

Last week Council directed 
that the City Engineer take 
this action. 


In other municipalities a 
person engaged in removing 
old cars charges $10 per 
body. 


Town Clerk, Mr. Jim Wat- 
ers, has estimated it would 
cost about $60 to police a 
particular area on a week-, 
end in an attempt to catch 
car dumpers. 


Council also has directed 
that appropriate signs re-: 
garding the dumping of car, 
bodies be erected throughout 
the district.

BY-LAWS NOT 
ENFORCED 


Altona has many By-laws 
but some cannot be enforced, 
said Cr. Lynch, at last week’s 
meeting of Altona Council. 

His comment came when 
Council was considering a 
letter from Miss A. Klisenko 
complaining of the dangers 
on Grant Reserve caused by 
people practising golf. 

She said several times this 
year she has been fortunate 
in escaping serious injury. 

She pointed out that foot- 
ballers, cricketers and es- 
pecially little athletes must 
watch for golf balls which 
she believes are capable of 
causing permanent injury. 


Town Clerk, Mr. Jim Wat- 
ers, said Council's By-law 
prohibited the playing of ball 
games (including golf) on any 
Council reserves within 100 
feet of boundaries or build- 
ings without Council permis- 
sion. Penalties are provided 
for people who obstruct the 
authorised playing of games. 

He said broken windows in 
the Youth Hall are many 
times attributed to golf balis. 

Cr. Lynch suggested the 
complaint be referred to the 
Council's General Purposes 
Committee and that Council 
discuss the appointment of a
